(IU) Adult Education : 

During the last five years the University was conducting a (Jhitrai School 
for adults. At the suggestion of the Vice-Chancellor this {School Was converted 
into one lor imparting cultural training to school teachers who are really to 
approach the masses. Thanks to the Department of .Public Instruction, Madras, 
and the assistance of Sri A. G. Vilva Roy, its Adult Education officer, the Chitrai 
School of Adult Education of Teachers was organised. It was inaugurated on the 
8th of May ’50. The University provided instruction and lodging free, the mess 
charges alone being met by the students. 40 students were on the rolls, of 
whom 4 were women. Instruction was given in the following subjects by various 
lecturers of the University : History, Politics, Economics, Civics, Ethics, 
Geography, Tamil and Rural, Hygiene, Agricultural Engineering, Folk Songs and 
Everyday Science. Training iu First Aid was given by the staff of the 8t. John’s 
Ambulance Association. 

The teachers were taken on an excursion to Vadalur and Aziznagar. Edu¬ 
cational films were also exhibited and they evinced great appreciation. The 
session closed on the 3Uth May’ 50.

New Developments in the University : 

In view of the emergence of regional Universities the jurisdiction of the 
Bombay University will now be limited to Bombay City and its suburbs. The 
Bombay Government have appointed a committee under the Chairmanship of 
the Hon. Mr. Justice N. H. Bhagwati, Vice-Chancellor of this University, to 
make recommendations regarding the future structure and functions of this 

University. 

New Courses of Study : 

The courses of study for the M. Com. degree examination of this Univer¬ 
sity have been revised. Under the new Regulations, the examination can be 
taken either purely by examination or purely by research. Under the old Reg¬ 
ulations the examination was partly by papers and partly by thesis. 

From the beginning of the current academic year, provision has been made 
in the University School of Economics and Sociology for the teaching of a new 

course of study in Politics for the M. A. degree and students can now offer 
entire Politics for this degree. 

The Ordinances and Regulations relating to the M. I). and M. S. decrees 

of this University have been revised. The M. D. degree can now be taken in

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Scheme of Tutorials and Seminars : 

The Syndicate have introduced a scheme of tutorials and seminars in this 
University for B. A. students. The object of the scheme is to bring about an 
intimate contact between the teachers and students and a general development 
of thought on subjects of study. 

University Departments : 

University School of Economics and Sociology :—The University School 
of Economics and Sociology is at present engaged on several research projects. 
Economics Department’s scheme for research on “Economic Consequences of 
Partition” is completed and the material for publication has been sent to the 
press. Besides, the department is at present conducting two surveys: one a 
socio-economic survey of Prohibition in rural areas on behalf of the Government 
of Bombay and the other an economic survey of Saurashtra on behalf of the 
Government of Saurashtra. The Agricultural Economics Section completed inqu¬ 
iry into the obstacles in the Grow More Food Campaign and a general report 
summarising the results for publication has been prepared. The Politics Depart¬ 
ment undertook a fact finding inquiry into the personnel of Governments at 
the centre as well as in the States, on the basis of a questionnaire* specially 
prepared for the purpose. 

University Department of Chemical Technology:—The Ministry of Educa¬ 
tion, Government of India, offered a capital grant of Rs. 950,000 for building 
and equipment and an annual recurring grant of Rs. 100,000 and interest free 
loan of Rs. 2,29,000 for the purposes of expansion of the Universitv 
Department of Chemical Technology. The Government of India Scheme of 
expansion comprises three parts : 

I. Increase in the number of admissions in the sections of Textile Che¬ 
mistry ; Technology of Oils, Fats and Waxes; Technology of Plas¬ 
tics; Technology of Pigments, Paints and Varnishes. 

II. Increase in the number of research students in M. Sc. (Tech.) and 

Ph. I). 

III. Admission of 20 students annually foi the proposed four year course 
in Chemical Engineering following the Intermediate Science Examina¬ 
tions. 

Items I and II of the Scheme were implemented during the year while item 
No. Ill will be implemented later when the relevant Regulations and Ordinances 
relating to the degree in Chemical Engineering have been passed by the Uni¬ 
versity authorities.

She gave a few talks to students about 
conditions obtaining in America. Before she left, she said that she was very 
much impressed by the awareness of Indian students, and that she had received 
a most cordial welcome from every institution and place she visited and would 
take back to the United States very pleasant memories of her visit to India.

BUIXETIN OF THE IXTEK-UXIVERSITY BOARD, INDIA 

CEYLON 


1 lie principal change in the past year has been the institution of a 
Faculty of Engineering. Engineering was taught for the external degrees of the 
University of London at the Ceylon Technical College, which is controlled by 
the Government of Ceylon. At the end of last session the Cabinet 
agreed to provide funds for the erection of a Faculty of Engineering at Peradeniya. 
Thereupon the Ministry of Education asked whether the University would be 
prepared to assume responsiblity for the engineering courses at the Technical 
College pending the removal to Peradeniya. The University agreed on condition 
that a sufficient increase was made in the University grant. The grant has in 
fact increased from Rs. 4,000,000 in 1949-50 to Rs. 4,t)00,000 in 1950-51, but 
only part of the increase is attributable to the Faculty of Engineering. 


1 he University has taken over all the students following engineering 
courses at the Technical College; but, since a Ceylon degree cannot be awarded 
except to a student who has been in residence for three years, arrangements have 
been made for the holding of the London Examinations in 1951 and 1952, with 
a hang-over for failed Candidates in 1953. The number of students will, how¬ 
ever, be reduced by a severe restriction on admissions. Only 19 students were 
accepted this year for the first-year course. 

Admissions :— 

The University Entrance Examination, which is also the Government’s 
Higher School Certificate Examination, has been converted into the Preliminary 
Examination in order that certificates may be awarded in individual subjects at 
a level corresponding with the “advanced level” of the new General Certificate 
of Education in the United Kingdom. It is still treated as a selection test for 
admission to the University, but no student is now admitted unless he is 
approved by a board of selection. Numbers have been fixed in all Faculties; on 
the basis of the Preliminary Examination results, about 60 per cent more are 
summoned for interview, and candidates for admission are selected according 
to their apparent, suitability for the course which they propose to follow. This 
year about I 700 candidates sat for the Treliminary Examination, about COO were 
summoned for interview and 439 were accepted for admission. Analysis! of the 
entrants shows that 201 were under 20 and 238 were 20 and over. The effect 
°f these severe limitations, with a rising demand for university education, is that 
both the standard of admission and the maturity of the students are rising 
rapidly. 

'The total number of students on residence on the 1st July 1950 was 
2033, compared with 1844 in 1949. Of these 381 were women. The sex-ratio 
has been falling steadily, and there are now 4.2 men to one woman. The

Staff :— 

The principal stuff changes have been due to the creation of the Faculty 
of Engineering. The Chair of Civil Engineering had already been filled and a 
new Chair of Electrical Engineering has been created and filled. Though a 
('"air in Mechanical Engineering was created, no suitable candidate was found. 
Kmr Lectureships in Civil Engineering and one Lectureship in Mechanical 
Engineering have been filled, but two Lectureships in Electrical Engineering 
remain unfilled. Several Assistant Lectureships have been filled. 

In other Faculties the changes have been due mainly to up-grading. Three 
Lecturers have been promoted Readers and three Assistant Lecturers have been 
promoted to Lectureships. Other promotions are pending. 

Dr. O. H. Me Fad den, Professor of Geography in the University of Cali¬ 
fornia at Los Angeles, has been appointed Visiting Professor of Geography for 
the session 1950-51. Mr. K. 15. Mather, who was formerly Lecturer in Physics in 
the University of Adelaide and who has since spent four years on advanced re¬ 
search into Nuclear Physics in the United States and England, has been appointed 
Visiting Lecturer in Physics for the year 1950-51. His services will be spec!ally

The University Swimming team, which came second to Bombay last year, 
seems to be equally good this year, but its strength is somewhat indeterminate 
since most of the members swim for the Olter Swimming Club. The Cricket 
team is doing well in local matches and may prove to be a strong batting side. 
1 lie Hockey team has shown much improvement and is undefeated in local 
matches, but since the Ceylon standard is lower than the Indian this gives no 
indication of its prospects in the Inter-University contest. There is much 
keenne>s over Boxing, the event which is being held in Colombo this year, but 
there is at present more enthusiasm than science. A very strong Rugby Football 
side could have been fielded this year, but unfortunately the season is almost 
ended when the University goes into residence. 


Buildings and Equipment :— 

Rapid progress is now being made in Peradeniva. Arunachalam Hall is 
complete and in occupation. Jayatilaka Hall and Marrs Hall have been roofed 
and are nearing completion. The steel-work of Hilda Obeyesekera Hall, 
Chancellor s Hall, and Ramanathan Hall has been erected and the brick-work 
is in progress. I he foundations of Peiris Hall and Fernando Hall have been 
laid. 1 he roofing of the Arts Block has begun and the foundations of the 
Administration Block have been laid. The Faculty of Law is expected to shift 
in 1951, the Faculty of Arts in 1952 and the Faculties of Science and Engineer¬ 
ing in 1951. From the point of view of expenditure 1950-51 will be the 
heaviest year, and Parliament has voted Rs. 20,000,000. 

A new Administration Block is to be erected in the Faculty of Medicine, 
which will remain in Colombo, and a first vote of Rs. 800,000 has been passed 
by Parliament. The University grant also contains Rs. 100,000 as a first instal¬ 
ment for a Hall of Residence. The new Biology laboratories in Colombo are 
in occupation, though the Botany section is not quite complete. 

The University Press has now been installed, but additional equipment 
has been ordered to enable books to be published. A revolving Press Fund of 
Rs. 100,000 has been provided and the Publication Fund, which stands at 
Rs. 80,000 is being increased. 

Finance :— 

The accounts for 1949-50 are not complete, but it seems likely that there 
will be a surplus. The year 1948-49 ended with a surplus of Rs. 277,000, 
which was placed to reserve. The reserves and endowments amounted to 

approximately Rs. 2,750,000, of which over Rs. 2,000,000 was in Government 
securities. Another Rs. 250,000 was vested in trustees for University purposes. 
These figures excluded the Provident and Mutual Funds held on behalf of the 
staff: they account fur another Rs. 700,000.

An important event of the year was the resignation of Sir Maurice Gwyer 
from his office as Vice-Chancellor of the University in April 1950. Sir Mau¬ 
rice had been Vice-Chancellor since December 1988, and during this period of 

about 1 2 years, the University had made rapid strides of development in various 
directions. In recognition of his eminent attainments as an Educationist and 
Jurist and of the valuable services rendered to the cause of education in India 
in general and to the University of Delhi in particular, the Degree of Doctor of 
Letters honoris causa was conferred upon -Sir .Maurice Gwyer on the 10th 
April, 1950, at a special convocation presided owr by Dr. Rajendra Prasad 
Chancellor of the University. 

Pending the appointment of a Vice-Chancellor, Dr. 8. N. Sen. Professor 

of History in the University, was appointed Rector. Later, he was appointed 

as a full-time paid Vice-Chancellor with effect from the 15th July, 1950. This 

was the first appointment of a whole-time paid Vice-Chancellor in this Univer¬ 
sity.

and allied departments. Seven industrial training stipends for practical training 

have also been awarded by the centre to the students of the Alagappa Chettiar 

College of Technology who have qualified for the B. Sc. (Tech.) degree in the 
year 1949-50. 

I he Diploma and Certificate courses were conducted as usual in the Rese¬ 
arch Departments. 1 he Diploma Course in Geography is not now conducted in 
view of the opening of Honours courses in Geography. 

Dr. C. P. Gnanainuthu, Reader in Zoology ; Dr. George Kuriyan, Reader 
in Geography and Dr. Md. Hussain Nainar, Reader in Arabic, Persian and 
Urdu were promoted Professors during the year. Sri G. S. Ladda, B. Sc. 

( lech.), M. S. Ch. E., Ph. D. and Sri B. C. Mohanty, M. Sc. were appointed 
Readers in Chemical Engineering and Textile Technology respectively. Dr. T. 
M. P. Mahadevan, Lecturer in Philosophy, was promoted to the grade of 
Reader. 


Buildings : The main building of the Alagappa Chettiyar College of 
Technology was completed and declared open early in the year. Construction 
of the buildings for the Textile Technology and Chemistry Departments will be 
taken up shortly. The Examination Hall has been handed back by the Mili¬ 
tary Authorities and the Departments of Geography and Psychology are now 
housed in a part of this building. 

National Cadet Corps. (N. C. C.) : The Corps now consists of the 1st 
Madras Battalion, Madras ; the 2nd Madras Battalion, Tiruchirapalli; the 3rd 
Madras Engineering Platoon, College of Engineering, .Madras ; the 2nd 
Madras E. M. E. Section, College of Engineering, Madras and the 6th Madras 
Medical Company, Madras Medical College, Madras. The sanctioned strength 
of the Corps is 46 Officers and 1428 Cadets. Sanction has been granted for the 
raising of an Artillery unit of two officers and 60 cadets at Palghat. Fresh Cadets 
are being recruited. 

Convocation. The ' con vocation was held on the 18th and 19th August. 
On the first day the Chancellor—H. E. the Governor of Madras—presided. The 
Pro-Chancellor—the Education Minister—presided on the second day. Sri S. 
Govindarajulu Naidu, B. A., B. L., LL.B., Barrister-at-law, Principal, Law 
College, Madras delivered the Convocation address. | 5537 graduates were 
awarded degrees in the several Faculties this year. It may be mentioned that

New Developments in the University : 

1 he question of introducing an Honours Course in Home Science is under 
consideration of the University. B. Sc. Degrees in Textiles and in Agriculture 
were awarded for the first time in 1950. 

New Colleges : 

The D. Banumiah's College of Commerce, Mysore, and the St. Joseph 
College, Bangalore, were affiliated for the I. Com. course. 


New Chairs or professorships and Visiting Lectureships and Studentships : 
'There is a proposal to institute a Chair for Indian Culture. 


Under the Cultural Relations Programme the Government of India have 
deputed Miss Odetta Roux, French Fellow Scholar, to this University for research 
and teaching work. The Scholar will stay in this University for a period of two 
years. The value of the Fellowship is fixed at Rs. 500/- p.m. to he equally 
shared between the Government of Mysore and the Government of India. Under 
the Government of India’s General Cultural Scholarship Scheme, Miss W. V. 
D. Karunarathne of Ceylon has been admitted to the Post-Graduate Honours 
course in Sanskrit. 


Sports : 

The activities of the Mysore University during the year 1949-50 in the 
Inter-University competitions constitute a record for Mysore. This University 
for the first time won the Foot-ball championship at Madras. Those who par¬ 
ticipated in the Tournament wen* awarded Gold Centred Medals by the Univer¬ 
sity as a token of recognition. The performance of the athletes in Ceylon was 
also impressive. Lakshmana Rao not only won the 1,500 meter and 5000 
meter races but also established a new Inter-University record for both the 
events. Robert won the first place in the Hammer throw. Ganeshan secured 
a place in the Hop Step and Jump. The Cricket XI came upto the semi-final 
of the South Zone. 


In Hockey played at Hyderabad the Mysore team was beaten by the 
Madras team in a closely fought out game. In Basket-Ball Mysore was beaten 
just by one point in a thrilling final. 

The University of Mysore conducted the South Zone Badminton Cham¬ 
pionship and also the All-India Wrestling Competition. 

In the Wrestling Tournament held at Bangalore, Mysore’s representative, 
Swami, was runner-up in his weight class. 
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The Cadet cor pa : 

In addition to the 1st Mysore Battalion National Cadet Corps, 9th En¬ 
gineering Platoon, N. C. C. 'Vas started in the College of Engineering, Bangalore. 
Five of the N. C. C. Officers were deputed to undergo refresher training. 

Additions to buildings and, equipment : 

Additional buildings for the Medical College are under construction. Con¬ 
struction of a Natural Science Block for the Central College, Bangalore is in 
progress. 


The Rockfeller Foundation of New York have made a grant of a sum of 
2,000,00 for purchase of Micro>pectrometric equipment for research in the 
Department of Zoology. The University of Mysore is making an equal contri¬ 
bution for the purpose. 
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NAGPUR 


Among the special features of the activities of the University during the 
year 1 940-50 the following may be mentioned, viz:— 

1. Development of Laxminar ay an Institute of Technology: 

The protracted discussion between the University and the Government of 
India, with regard to the terms for payment of a grant by the Government for 
non-recurring expenditure for development of the Laxminarayan Institute of 
Technology concluded during the year and a grant of Rs. 8,58,000/- with 
a loan of Rs 2,07,000/- has now been sanctioned on the condition inter 
alia that 30 per cent of the students of the Institute will be selected from other 
Provinces of India. 


I he B. Sc. (Tech ) course will now be open to the Intermediates in Science 
and will extend over a period of 4 years with specialization in Chemical Engine- 
ering, Oil Technology and Find Technology. A German scientist Dr. H. G. 
Kayser, formerly a Professor in the Technical University of Berlin has been 
appointed to be Director of ilie Institute from 30th January, 1950. 


2. Hindi and Marathi Media: 

'The most important academic event in the University during the year was 
the actual commencement of teaching on a compulsory basis in the first year of 
the Intermediate Arts course through Hindi and Marathi media (instead of 
English) from June, 1949. 'The text-books in Hindi and Marathi prepared 
under the authority of the Government of the Madhya Pradesh and the editorship 
of Dr. Raghu Vira have been approved for use as recommended text-books for 
the Intermediate Science course. The University is publishing Hindi and 
Marathi text-books in Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry, Botany and Zoology, 
with the aid of a special grant of Rs. 1,30,000/- together with a loan of 
Rs. 30,000/- from the State Government. 'These books are now in use for the 
Intermediate Science course for the examination to be held in 1952. 
Schemes for the preparation of B.A. and B. Sc. text books on similar lines are 
also engaging the attention of the University and the State Government. 

3. The University Department of Mo-Chemistry . 

The University Department of Bio-Chemistry which is mainly a research 
department, received from the Government of India a non-recurring grant of 
Rs. 1,00,(t00/- and a recurring grant of Rs. 5,750/-calculated for the last quarter 
of the year. It is expected that the recurring grant of the department will be 
continued. The department is at present engaged mainly on investigations into 
the real cause of Diabetes. 
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4. The University Department of Public Administration and Local Self- 
Government : 

A Department of Studies in Public Administration and Local Self- 
Government has been established in the University with the aid of a grant from 
the State Government. It was further decided ro expand the activities of the 
department and an M. A. course in Public Administration with specialisation 
in Local Self-Government has, besides a Diploma Course in Local Self-Govern¬ 
ment, been established from the acadmic year 1951-52. 

5. Chair in Ayurevda : 

The University has accepted the offer of the Indian Pharmaceutical 
Association, Bombay, for payment of a monthly donation of Rs. 900/- for five 
years for maintenance of a University Chair in Ayurveda with a view to 
promoting a scientific study of Ayurvedic medicines. It is proposed that the 
vyork of this new department be carried on in collaboration with such institu¬ 
tions as the Medical College, Nagpur, the University Department of Bio- 
Chemistry. and the newly established Samanvaya Rugnalaya, Nagpur. 
Appointment to the Professorship in Ayurveda will be made shortly. 

0. Inspection of Medical Colleye by Indian Medical Council'. 

The Medical College, Nagpur, was inspected in March, 1950, by inspectors 
deputed by the Medical Council of India, and the report is engaging the atten¬ 
tion of the Medical Council, the University and the State Government. The 
report is generally favourable, but important conditions for improvements in 
respect of staff, equipment and clinical facilities have been attached. 

7. Supplementary Examinations: 

Supplementary Examinations were instituted during the year and were 
held in Septeinber-October in 1949 for the first time. These will now be 
continued in future. 


8. Distinguished Visitors : 

Hie year was marked by a series of visits of distinguished foreign visitors 
to the University. These included Shri Claude Journot (Joint Cultural Admist. 
p noli Embassy in India), Shri Peter Koinage (a leader of the South African 
ommunity in East Africa), Dr. Carsung Change Founder-President of the 
-democratic Socialist Party, China, Dr. L. Ch. Brumpt (Professor Agrege in the 
acuity of Medicine, Paris), Dr. Werner Zimraermann (Swiss Author), Shri 
dodwm cwanika (President of the African Congress of Northern Rhodesia) 
and Prof. Saeed Naficy (University of Teheran, Persia). The most remarkable 
unction of the year, was the annual Convocation which, in the midst of the 
nrgest assembly gathered in the history of the University, was addressed by 
iri Jawaharlal Nehru soon after his return from America. 
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9. Leturr s: 

Dr. Ivali Kinkar Datta of the University of Patna delivered in January 
and February 1950, lectures on the Dawn of Renascent India under the 
Mahadeo Hari Wathodkar Memorial Lecture Series. These lectures have been 
published by the University. 


10. Sports: 


As usual, the University participated in the Sports Tournaments organist 
by the Inter-University Board, India, viz. Cricket,’ Hockey, Foot-ball ar 
Tennis. Extensive opportunities for improving the standard of their game we

also offered to our students by their participation in the various Provincial 
Tournaments besides the Inter-Collegiate and Inter-Universitv Tournaments.

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OSMANIA 

1. The University was founded by a Charter of the Nizam in 1918. The 
charter was revised in 1917, in the direction of making the University an auto¬ 
nomous body. It has ten Faculties, namely, Arts, Science, Medicine, Engineer- 

mg. Agriculture, Veterinary Science, Education, Commerce, Law and Religion 

and Culture. 

,2. Each Faculty has a separate College of its own except Commerce, Law, 

Religion and Culture which are housed in the Arts College. In addition there 

are two 1st grade Colleges in Arts and Science. One of these is a co-educational 

institution teaching through the medium of English (Nizam College) and the 

other ks a Women’s College, teaching through the medium of Hindustani and 
English. 

3. There are seven Intermediate Colleges in addition to the Intermediate 
classes in the Nizam College, Women’s College and the Faculty of Science in 
t e University. One of these is the Mahboob College, Secunderabad, with 
English as the medium of instruction. Three Intermediate Colleges are 
situated in the districts, one each in the three linguistic areas of the State. 

During the year under review the total number of students on the rolls of 
the University was 7718, out of which 807 were women students. The total 
expenditure on University Education amounted to H. S. Rs. 68,03,959/-. 

The total number of candidates who passed the various Examinations of 
tne University was 1845. 

. 4 *. ^*11 recently, the Osmania University was a teaching and residential 

University. It has now been changed into an affiliating University as well. 

Osmania University is completely run with State funds. Nevertheless it 
enjoys a substantial degree of autonomy both administrative and financial. The 
latest proposals envisage the complete separation of University service from 
Government service which would make the autonomy even more complete.

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Inorder to associate public men and women with the governing bodies of the 
University, the Revised Charier was amended so as to include in the Senate elected 
representatives of the Chamber of Commerce, the Legislative Assembly, the 
Municipal Corporations of Hyderabad and .Secunderabad and the Readers and 
Lecturers of the University besides 10 representatives of the public nominated 
by Government, including at least 2 women. The University Council, the highest 
executive authority of the University, now includes 4 elected members while 
the number of ex officio members has been reduced to 3. 

7. Daring the year the various bodies of the University were busy consi¬ 
dering the Report of the University Education Commission and its recommenda¬ 
tions. A large measure of agreement has been expressed with the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Commission. 

8. An arrangement has been reached with Government that so long as 
the Medical Faculty has no Hospital of its own, one wing each of the Medical, 
Surgical and Gyneaecological wards of the City Hospital belonging to the State 
should be handed over to the Professors of those subjects and full-time Professors 
(in place of part-time arrangements now existing) are to be appointed. 

9. Some of the recent changes made in the University include the substi¬ 
tution of the Faculty of Theology by the Faculty of Religion and Culture. 
Compulsory rheology and Ethics have been substituted by Regional or Allied 
Classical Languages and by a “core course” on the American Model comprising 
the History of Civilization for students of Science and a Survey of General 
Science for the students of Arts. 

10. For the benefit of those employed in offices and elsewhere, special 
evening classes have been opened, for the present, for the junior Intermediate, 
junior B. A. and junior B. Com. which are proving very popular, there being 
nearly 2,000 students on the rolls. 

11. To help deserving poor students to pay their way through the Uni¬ 
versity there is provision for temporary employment in the establishment during 
the vacation. At present there are about a dozen postgraduate students doing part- 
time work in the University Library. Tt is planned to extend the scheme to 
other Government Departments and Commercial firms where such students can 
earn and learn work which will help to give a practical bias to their studies.

Research Publications •* 


The following is the report of the Patna University Research Scholarships 
of the value of Rs 150/- each. The scholarship is ordinarily tenable for a period 
of 2 years from the date of the award of the scholarship. 


At present out of these 15 (fifteen) scholarships in all, 3 scholarships have 
been devoted to Chemistry, 1 to Physics, 3 to Mathematics, 1 to Medicine, 
1 to History ( Ancient History and Culture ), 1 to Economics, 1 to Oriental* 
Language, l to Philosophy and 1 to Psychology. One scholarship in Public 
Administration and 1 in Commerce are being contemplated to be awarded to 
suitable candidates. The scholarships are open only to 1st and 2nd class M. As. 

Fellowships : 

There are 8 fellowships—1 Senior and 2 Junior. 


The scale of the Senior Fellowship is 500-20/750. This has been awarded 
to Dr. Subhadra Jha, D. Litt. The scale of the Junior Fellowship is 800-20-500. 
These are held by Sri Narmadeswar Prasad, M. A. (Pat.), M. A. (Columbia), and 
bri Uurganand Sinha, M. A. (Pat.), M. Sc. (Cambridge). The subject of research 
of the former is (1) Group Tension and (2) Social and Cultural Life and Adivasis 
and that of the latter is (1) Influence or degrees of success and failure on learning 
and recall of subsequent tasks.

4. Geology up to the M. Sc. degree. The head of the Department is Rao 
Bahadur Dr. L. A. N. Iyer, M. A. ( Madras ), Ph. I). ( Lond. ), D. I. C. (Lond.) 
M. M. G. I. In 1950-51 there are 8 students in Part I and 9 students in 
Part II. 

5. Ancient Indian History and Culture up to the M. A. degree. The head 
of the Department is Dr. A. 8. Altekar, M. A. ( Bom. ), LL. B., D. Litt (Bana- 
ras). In 1950-51 there are 7 students in Part I and 10 in Part. 

6. Diploma course in Labour and 8ocial welfare. The head of the Depart¬ 
ment is Sri Amritdhari Singh, M. A. ( Pat. ), M. S. Sc. ( New York ), M. A. 

( Illinois ). At present there are 50 students. 

7. Diploma in International Relations. The head of the Department is Dr. 
P. 8. Muhar, M. A., Ph. I). ( Harvard ). At present there are 25 students. In 
this session Patna University has introduced teaching in Law also. The Head 
of the Department is Sri S. 8. Alam, M. A., LL. B. ( Cantab ). There are at 
present about 200 students in Law Part I class. 
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POONA 

1. The University since its inception took into its hands the Post-Interme¬ 
diate and Postgraduate teaching and theexperiment has proved successful. The 
University has appointed its own Professors for teaching and guiding research in 
Sanskrit, Marathi, Mathematics, Physics and Chemistry and Readers in Experi¬ 
mental Psychology, Politics, Geography and Zoology. 

(a) The Department of Experimental Psychology started functioning 
from 1st June 1050. The Reader has undertaken preliminary work of 
an organizational nature by building up a good collection of books 
and journals, preparing lists of apparatus and equipment, collecting 
psychological test materials, models and charts. He is at present 
engaged in framing the B. A. and M. A. courses in Experimental 
Psychology and is also working on some of his own research Pro¬ 
jects. 

(b) The Chemical Laboratory of the University is housed in the Ranade 
Industrial & Economic Institute on Fergusson College Road and is 
being equipped with tlie necessary apparatus. Arrangements have 
been made to accommodate 24 students for research in Physical and 
Organic Chemistry. Weekly lectures have been arranged by dis¬ 
tinguished scientists. Research work on the Structure of Organic 
Molecules, Potentiometric and Conductometric Titrations, Dielectric 
Constants and dipole moments and on the nature of the Chemical 
Bond have been carried out. A large number of papers were 
submitted to the Session of the Indian Science Congress at 
Bangalore. 

(c) Prof. V. V. Naralikar of the Banaras Hindu University and Dr. P.V. 
Sukhatme delivered lectures in Mathematics and Statistics. Prof 
D. W. Kerkar was deputed as the representative of this University 
to the 16th Session of the Indian Mathematical Society held at 
Madras in December 1949. 

(d) Proposals for introducing courses of studies in Oriental Learning are 
being finalised. A Diploma course in Music has been drawn up. The 
courses will be finalised in the course of this year. 

2. The Foreign Universities Information Bureau caters for well over 100 
students each month. The office also gives information and advises students as 
regards Scholarships, Fellowships, careers and competitive examinations open to 
them both in India and abroad. The Library of the Bureau contains 8, 000 
Prospectuses and reference books. A Guide to overseas education and training 
has been published and lectures on this subject are being arranged at the Con¬ 
stituent Colleges from time to time. 
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3. Phe University participated for the first time in the Inter-University 
Football rournament and was successful in the first two rounds. The Univer¬ 
sity also participated in Swimming, Wrestling and other Inter-University 
Fournaments. Mr. P. G. Joslii, a student of this University was included in 
the All-India Cricket Eleven to meet the Commonwealth Cricket Eleven in the 
First Unofficial Test. 

4. The University Library commenced functioning from November 
1949 and since then has added about 16,000 volumes. 

5. The University arranged a series of lectures on various subjects which 
were open to all. In the course of one year svere arranged 21 lectures by eminent 
persons like Prof. Louis Renou, Dr. F. E. Zeuner, Prof. D. R. Gadgil, Mr. 
Peter Koinange, Dr. M. O. P. Iyengar, Dr W. D. West, Dr. S. S. Joshi and Dr. 
Gardner Murphy. 

6. The University has so far received from the public donations and 
gifts of the value of about Rs. 6,00, 000/-. 



RAJPUTANA 

The academic year 1949-50 was the third year of the working of the 
University of Rajputana. The principal features may be summed up under the 
following heads:— 

1. Research & Postgraduate Instruction, 2. Teaching, Id. Sports, 4. Extra¬ 
mural Service, 5. Miscellaneous. 

i. Research & Postgraduate Instruction. 

(a) The University has now three Departments of its own doing postgra¬ 
duate work. 

The Department of Economics endowed by the Jaipur Government, 
which commenced work last year with one Reader and 2 Research 
students, has now started its M. A. (Previous) class. The staff is 
strengthened now by the appointment of one full-time Lecturer and 
another on a part-time basis. The number of Research students is 4. 
The number in the M \. Previous class conducted by this Department 
is 13. Next year both the VI. A. Previous and Final classes will be 
running. 

(b) The University Department of Indian Philosophy endowed by Seth 
Ram Krishna Dalniia commenced work on 15th July 1950, when 
Ur. P.T. Rajii returned from IT. S. A. and joined duty. The Depart¬ 
ment is located at Jodhpur. Three research students have been 
admitted. 

(<d 'The Department of Geology endowed by Sliri G. D. Birla started 
work on the 1st of July 1950, when Dr. K. P. Rode, formerly of the 
Andhra and the Banaras Universities, joined duty as a Reader. Three 
students have been admitted for research. It is hoped that as in the 
case of Economics, the Departments of Philosophy & Geology also 
will take up M. A. teaching from next year. 

The number of Research studentships, each of Rs. 125/- p. m. and tenable 
tor two years, held by scholars during this year is 4 in the Economics Department,

Academic Developments. 

1. The Senate at its meetings held on Gth August 1949, 13th March 
1950, and 24 June 1950 has instituted 

(i) A Diploma Course in French. 

(ii) Vidvan Title in Hindi. 

(iii) The Degrees of Master of Education (M. Ed.) and Doctor of Philo¬ 
sophy (Ph. I).) in the Faculty of Education. 

(iv) M. Litt. Degree in Faculties of Arts and Oriental Studies and Fine 
A i ts. 

2. Three new faculties—Faculty of Commerce, Faculty of Ayurveda and 
Faculty of Medicim—were constituted in addition to three new boards—Boards 
of Studies in Economics, Commerce and Music. 

3. The Government appointed a special committee to enquire into the posi¬ 
tion of Sanskrit education in the State and formulate proposals for the reorganisa¬ 
tion of Sanskrit studies. The Committee submitted its report to the Government 
who have approved the main academic recommendations of the Committee in the 
form proposed by the Syndicate. The Senate has since instituted a two year 
Entrance Course in Sanskrit to prepare holders of the Sastri Certificate for • 
admission to the Intermediate Class and a two year course for holders of the 
Mahopadhyaya Title to enable them to take the Degree examination in Sanskrit. 
The Entrance class was started in the Sanskrit College during the last academic 
year and the Post-Mahopadhyaya Degree class during this year. 

4. On the recommendation of the Faculty of Oriental Studies and 
Fine Arts, the Senate instituted the Post-Sahitya Visarada Degree Course in 
the University to enable candidates who have taken the Sahitya Visarada litle 
of this University to appear for the Degree examination in Malayalain. 

5. The creation of two Professorships, one each in Malayalam and 
Sanskrit. 
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College x. 

Consequent on the integration of the two States of Travancore and Cochin, 
the Maharaja’s College, Emaktilam and the Government College, Chittoor, were 
admitted to the privileges of the University during last year and permission 
was granted by the Syndicate to start in the Junior ('lasses the courses of 
study in which they were affiliated to the University of Madras. The affiliation 
was continued during the year. 

The Maharaja’s Technological Institute, Trichur, admitted to the privileges 
of the University from the beginning of the last academic year was transferred 
to the administrative control of the University. From the commencement of 
this academic year, the 1st Year Diploma Class of tlie College of Engineering. 
1 rivandrum, has been transferred to the Maharaja’s Technological Institute, 
1 rich nr, which is treated as the Diploma Section of the College of Engineering. 
Consequent on the transfer of the Diploma classes to the Maharaja’s Techno¬ 
logical Institute, Trichur, and the increasing demand for qualified engineers, the 
strength of the degree class in Engineering has been raised from 50 to 100 
during the current year. 

The starting of the N S.S. College at Pandalam under the management of 
the Nair Service Society and the St. Thomas College at Palai under the manage¬ 
ment of Rev. Fr. Emanuel Mecheri Kiinnel is an important event worthy of 
record during the year. Junior Intermediate classes have been opened in these 
institutions this year. Higher classes will be started in the following years. 


I be managements of the Scott Christian College, Nagercoil, and the 
C. M. S. College, Kottayam, applied for permission to raise their colleges to the 
Degree standard from the beginning of the current academic year. On the re¬ 
commendation of the Inspection Commission which visited the Colleges per- 
imssion was granted to start Junior B. A. (History and Economics) and Junior 
B. fee. (Mathematics) classes in the two Colleges.

H ,on °* 1 le University for the las*, two years and from tire beginning of the 
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current academic year the institution was raised to the First Grade, and junior 
B. A. classes with History and Economies and Music started there. The hos¬ 
tel in the College premises was shifted and the entire building placed at the 
disposal of the College for starting the Degree classes. Construction of buildings 
to provide additional accommodation has been commenced. 


With the admission of new colleges to the privileges of the University and 
the starting of new classes in the existing colleges there has been an unprece¬ 
dented increase in the total number of students on the rolls of the University. 
The total number of students admitted to the junior Intermediate class and 
junior B. A./B.Sc class in the University at the beginning of the current acade¬ 
mic year was 7,G99 as against 0,250 in June 1949. To meet the increasing 
demand for trained teachers, the strength of the B. T. class was raised to 200 
during the year. For the benefit of students of the Universitj*, the Syndicate 
has approved the scheme for starting a dispensary in the University Union 
buildings. The scheme will begin to work shortly. The Syndicate is taking 
steps for the starting of a University Journal. 


The Senior Division of the National Cadet Corps raised in the University 
worked satisfactorily during the year. The Department of Physical Education 
continued to organize athletics, games, tournaments, etc. for the benefit of students. 


The activities of the Central Research Institute have been enlarged to 
provide new services to Government and to the public. Post-graduate instruction 
in Satisfies, Statistical surveys and analysis, study of Ayurvedic drugs and other 
indigenous drug sources, study of Travancore’s Mineral Resources, a Geological 
Survey and Mapping of the State and the training of a large number of research 
students were continued during the year. Besides the routine work n large 
volume of research of direct economic value has been carried out. Studies in 
Shark Liver Oil Technology, breeding of superior varieties of tapioca are a few 
of the investigations which yielded fruitful results. The Shark Liver Oil Factory 
worked satisfactorily and the Aquarium continued to be a popular centre of 
attraction throughout the year. The administrative control of the Natural His¬ 
tory Museum was taken back by Government. 


Besides the preparation of various vaccines and carrying out of different 
tests the Public Health Laboratory also rendered the usual routine services re¬ 
quired for the Public Health and Medical Departments of the State. The pre¬ 
paration of a Pharmacognosy of Ayurvedic drugs made substantial progress 

during the year. 


The Government of India as part of their Technical Training Scheme 
allotted to this University three Senior Scholarships of Rupees two hundred 
per mensem and seven Junior Scholarships of Rupees one hundred per 
mensem for award to research students. The awards were made by the 
Syndicate. Special Scholarships of Rs. 125/- per mensem were also awarded 
during the year.

In March, 1950, the University purchased a piece of land measuring 8| 
acres on the bank of the Kathjuri River situated at the western extremity of 
the Cuttack town, and after remodelling the existing buildings there and con¬ 
structing some new buildings, brought down the Press from Baripada and 
installed the same in the new buildings where it is now working well. 


5. The work of the Students’ Information Bureau of the Utkal Univer¬ 
sity has been going on smoothly under the Secretaryship of Dr. S. Misra, M.A., 
Ph.D., Professor of Economics, Ravenshaw College. 


6. The University held its Sixth Annual Convocation in December, 1949 
and Dr. Pattabhi Sitaramayya, tfie President of the Indian National Congress 
for the year 1949 addressed the Graduates of the University on the occasion.
